SPACE TO ROCK 


A NEW CITY-OWNED PERFORMANCE SPACE OPENED IN 
Edmonton last weekend, but no one will get to use it until 2008 
and the city remains unsure which groups will get to strut their 
stuff onstage. 

The permanent outdoor venue, located at Louise McKinney 
Riverfront Park, is a joint project with the city and the Ukrain- 
ian Shumka dancers. Although it’s billed as a venue for “local 
artists and touring professionals,” parks planner Gabrielle 
Barry couldn’t say whether local bands can stage concerts there. 

“We're looking for community events and festivals primari- 
ly,” she says. The parks office hasn’t set any regulations on the 
stage yet, and will base their rules on which groups show the 
most interest. Barry’s office has already had many calls trying 
to book the venue for weddings.

Don’t Have A Problem With That

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ou walk into the dining room and the 
Vi: thing you see is a huge reproduction 
of The Last Supper, Leonardo da Vinci's 
iconic portrayal of Jesus and his disciples on 
the eve of his crucifixion. 

Wow. You know the people who live here are 
Catholic, but this is very, very Catholic. You 
get a little closer and examine the painting in 
more detail. Hey, wait a minute... Jesus looks 
all right, but these aren’t the disciples. There's 
no Matthew, Mark, Luke, or John. Instead 
there’s Gloria Hole, Rae St. Claire, Lulu 
LaRude, and Dyna Thirst. 

That's because it isn't The Last Supper. It's 
The Supper Before Last, by Edmonton artist 
Michael Brown. The painting is, at first glance, 
a facsimile of da Vinci's, but instead of the dis- 
ciples, we have Jesus enjoying his last earthly 
meal with 12 of Edmonton's best-known drag 
queens. 

For the last two years, this painting has 
hung over the dining room table in Monte 
Gannon's home~a colourful, outrageous 
artifact illustrating for anyone who enters 
what this family holds sacred. In fact, Monte’s 
husband David, who used to go by the alias 
Gretchen Wilder, is one of the 12. He’s seated 
at Jesus’ right hand. 

“Well, if Jesus were alive today,” says Monte, 
“this is who he would be hanging out with—the 
sinners and what have you. We were brought 

up in the Catholic Church, but we didn’t ac- 
cept that everything in the Church was God's 
word on high. Growing up in this house, the 
conversation could be quite raucous. Religion, 
politics, everything you're not supposed to 
talk about. My ex-wife Rita, who's a very shy 
person, when she first used to come for Sun- 
day dinner, she’d sit there and think, ‘Oh my 
God, what's going on?’” 


SOMETHING ABOUT LOVE 


“A lot of people, when they find out that my 
dad's gay, they have so many questions, be- 
cause they have no clue,” says Derek Gannon, 
Michael's son. “Because of Will & Grace or 
whatever they have such an altered perspec- 
tive. | ask them, ‘Have you seen The Bird- 
cage? Well that’s my life, but tone it down at 
least 50 per cent’... You get these people who 
make automatic assumptions. They're like, 
‘But you turned out so normal. You’re not a 
serial killer or anything.’” 

Monte, 51, and Derek, 23, don’t look like 
father and son: they're both on the short side, 
but that's where the similarities end. Derek 
is thin and wiry, with dramatic, angular 
features—he almost looks like a young, skinny 
Bogart. He punctuates his conversation with 
swift, theatrical gesticulations. With his black 
fingernail polish and acute fashion sense, 
anyone asked to identify the gay one in this 
pair would likely finger Derek. So to speak. 

(I should confess that I’ve known Derek for 
almost a year now, and though I've never 
thought he was gay, it’s not surprising when 
other people do. ) 

“Well,” he says, “you learn to cook for your 
dad’s boyfriend, getting into theatre and inte- 
rior design...,”. 

“He could make a Caesar or a martini at 10,” 
adds Monte. 

“A lot of times when people find out that my 
dad is gay, their first question is then, ‘Are you 
gay’? Like it's inherited. Like I’ve got The Gay 
Gene.” 

Monte, on the other hand, is calm and 
composed, with an air of studied placid- 
ity. He speaks at half the speed of his manic 
son—though Derek says this is just his profes- 
sional facade. “Me and my dad are ridiculously 
similar,” he says. “We just don't look alike...

I remember spending a lot of 

really late nights, my brother and cousin and 

Brent [Monte’s last partner, who died in 2005] 

and I singing ABBA songs, just pretending to 

sing along. Like my dad used to do ‘I Know 

Something About Love,’ and it was just piss- 
your-pants hilarious. You know, like, ‘I know! 
Something! About Love!’” 

In case you're wondering, no, Monte Gan- 
non doesn't look, or act, like a campy karaoke 
superstar. In fact, he seems like a reticent, 
almost shy middle-aged man—but then, some- 
one who didn’t come out until he was 35 must 
know something about putting on a staid 
public face. 

As a high-school principal —and later the 
deputy superintendent of schools for the 
Sturgeon County School Board, just north 
of Edmonton—his sexual orientation was, for 
years, a secret hidden in plain view. “When I 
was young I just thought my dad lived with his 
best friend,” says Derek. “And growing up in 
a place like St. Albert, it was all self-defence 
We didn’t talk about why [my parents] got a 
divorce.” 

“Really, the only thing that changed was that 
there was a different person [Brent] in my 
life,” says Monte. “And there was, to be hon- 
est with you, at that time, a lot of fear about 
what would happen if rural Alberta found 
out that the principal of the school was a gay 
man. There's that whole stereotypical tie-in 
with being a pedophile if you're gay.... We felt 
that the worst thing that could happen to [the 
kids] would be to be teased at school, so it was 
pretty low-key. But everyone knew what the 
nature of the relationship was.” 

“Lhad this thing happen in Grade Four,” says 
Derek, “when I passed out because it was 
really hot in the classroom, during our first 
sex ed video. And the teacher called my mum 
because she assumed I was being molested... 
sometimes people's ignorance just astounds 
you.” 

Monte and Rita (Monte’s ex-wife and 
Derek’s mother) divorced when Derek was 
six. Derek doesn’t remember much about 
his family life before the split, but he doesn’t 
sound particularly nostalgic about what he 
can remember. He talks about finding an old 
videotape of his father, his mother, his brother 
and himself, recorded on the last Christmas 
morning they spent together before the 
divorce. The question of what might have 
been presents itself, but Derek doesn’t seem to 
linger on it. “It was... weird,” he says, pausing 
and looking for a different descriptor before 
settling again on “weird.” 

“You were outed by the school, remember?” 
Derek asks Monte. “Jarod got called down to 
the counselor's office in Grade Six and they 
were like, ‘Oh, you're okay with your dad be- 
ing gay?” 

“T didn’t know about that,” says Monte. 

“L told you about that. I was... 1 kind of knew, 
I mean, and my friends would come over and 
they knew, but nobody said anything about it. 
Then me and a friend were waiting one day 
for you to pick us up, and he says, ‘Oh yeah, 
your dad’s gay, right? I know because he was 
my principal.” 


WHAT’D YOU SAY ABOUT MY DAD? 
“Coming out.” The words seem to promise 
trauma~as if publicly identifying yourself as 
_ gay can only lead to a painful, horribly melo- 
_ dramatic split with everything that defined 
your past, Or maybe they promise a new life, 
one that will resemble nothing so much as 
-ver-ending bachelor party. For Monte, 
‘ dy 35 years old with a career and a family, 
neither of those scenarios came true. 
“I never became part of the stereotypically 





gay subculture,” Monte says. “I was exposed 
to it, because Brent bartended at gay bars. 
My partner now, David, owns Down Under 
Bathhouse, but we never go to the bars. David 
doesn't even drink. I’ve never been part of 
that scene. My kids were certainly exposed to 
gay people, but...” Monte pauses for a second 
and smiles. “They weren't warped.” 

It's hard for a family to know what they look 
like to outsiders, but standing on the outside 
and looking in, Derek and Monte have what 
looks like a pretty damn enviable relationship 
The two are unmistakably father and son—wit- 
ness the slight tension that arises when the

This is only home for a little while, though. 
Monte, Derek, and a gaggle of family friends 
have been working to renovate a large house 
(or rather, an enormous house, spanning three 
city lots) a few blocks away.

Parental panel dispenses advice and experiences

WHEN CARL SWANSON TOLD HIS 
mother Ruby that he was founding 
a Gay-Straight Alliance at Strathcona 
high school, she put her foot down 

saying; “Over my dead body.” 

While she'd accepted her gay son 
with more grace than some, she was 
afraid of other people’s reactions. 
She felt making such a public state- 
ment would result in beatings and 
harassment at school. “It was a big 
argument at the time,” she says. “He 
wouldn't let it go. Eventually I gave 
in, and it was the right thing for him 
to do. I'm very happy that I was 
wrong.” 

Four years later, Ruby Swanson 
hosts a PFLAG (Parents and Friends 
of Lesbians and Gays) support night 
and has organized a panel discus- 
sion this weekend exploring how 
parents acknowledge and support 
their GLBT children. The panelists 
represent different generations who 
experienced varying degrees of 
social acceptance at the time their 
children came out. 

“Tm hoping to draw out the dif- 
ferent experiences from three differ- 
ent decades,” says Swanson. “The 
couple in their 70s, they can remem- 
ber 20 years ago when they 
wouldn't be talking to the media.” 

She’s also very excited about the 
presence of Delwyn Vriend’s par- 
ents Ruth and Dennis on the panel. 
Vriend, of course, is the man who 
was fired by King’s College in the 
1990s after the college discovered he 
was gay. Despite the fact that the

SEE: There was a period of time 
between when you knew [about 
Carl's sexuality], but many mem- 
bers of your family did not. How 
did you cope with that? 

Ruby Swanson: I’ve never had any- 
thing that I felt I couldn’t tell anyone 
else. It was destroying my soul. I 
thought if this is happening to me, 
how does this impact young people 
and adults who have to keep some- 
thing so fundamental to their nature 
away from the general population, 
Just to protect themselves? That is so 
destructive to human beings. 


SEE: What role has PFLAG played 
in your life? 

RS: I’ve never been part of a social 
support network before, but when 
we were still in the closet there was 
no one to talk to. Neither my hus- 
band nor I had the experience that 
we needed. We went to a meeting 
and it was just great because every- 
one was saying the same things. For 
the most part, there’s this fear of 
what this is going to mean for your 
child and that’s mostly alleviated. I 
would say that most parents that 
come to PFLAG feel validated. 


SEE: What advice do you have for 
parents that are still hesitant to talk 
about having a GLBT child? 

RS: It’s a very personal experience. 
The difficulty with being closeted is 
the fear of rejection, the fear of 
putting your child in an unsafe situ- 
ation. Pick the people you know will 
be supportive. Start there, and then 
as you gain confidence and as time 
goes by, you learn how to deal with 
people who are not supportive. It 
helps parents when they are out. I 
found it relieving.

Freedoms had already outlawed dis- 
crimination based on sexual orienta- 
tion, the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission ruled the college could 
fire him from his post as a lab assis- 
tant based on his sexuality. The fam- 
ily fought the firing all the way to 
the Supreme Court and in 1998, the 
court ruled in his favour. 

These developments made Carl 
Swanson’‘s coming out so much easi- 
er, says Ruby Swanson. Although 
she was fearful at first, she now real- 
izes how much society has 
changed—to the point where she 
feels confident enough to speak with

How common are sexual dysfunctions? 
What’s the most common sexual 
dysfunction for women? For men? 
Seeking Dysfunction Data 


Dear Seeking Dysfunction Data, 

Sexual problems, generally called sexual 
dysfunctions or sexual disorders include such 
things as anorgasmia (the inability for a woman 
to achieve orgasm), erectile dysfunction (a 
man’s lack of ability to maintain an erection), 
and dysparunea (painful intercourse). Most sex 
researchers indicate that about 50% of all long- 
term couples will encounter a sexual dysfunc- 
tion at some point. 


The most common sexual dysfunctions and 
their prevalence for men in the 1999 study 
were: premature ejaculation (30%), performance 
anxiety (17%), lowered desire (14%), erectile 
disorder (11%), delayed ejaculation (8%), and 
sexual aversion (8%).

think you have a sexual dysfunction, but please 
keep in mind that they are very common. But, 
just because your dick or vulva mysteriously 
stops working one day, does not automatically 
mean you have a problem.

It is usually assumed that these dysfunctions 
occur later in life. But,a 1999 study by Laumann, 
Paik, & Rosen, published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association found that 43% of 
women and 31% of men aged 18 to 59 person- 
ally experienced a sexual disorder in the past 
year. 


The most common sexual dysfunctions and 
their prevalence for women in the 1999 study 
were: lack of desire (30%), inability to achieve 
orgasm (25%), trouble lubricating (22%), sex not 
pleasurable (20%), pain during sex (18%), and 
anxiety about performance (11%).

Planned Parenthood has outreach programs 
during the summer. One program is called 
Summer Lovin’ Condom Crew (SLCC - slick). 
The name for the project was derived from a 
study released in 2003. The intent of this proj- 
ect is to promote safer sex practices at events 
where people are at leisure and their decisions 
are often influenced by the level of desire (their 
own or another's interest in them), impact of 
mood enhancement (alcohol, recreational drugs, 
“have fun” mind set), and sexual confidence (be- 
ing picked up or picking up). 


Although health messages remind us to practice 
safer sex, sometimes when on vacation, we 

feel adventurous and lower our inhibitions. 
Planned Parenthood Edmonton partner's with 
local agencies, as well as promoting the local 
agencies and resources. Samples of condoms 
and lubricant, donated by corporate sponsors 
(Lifestyles, etc.,) are available to those who 
would like them. Information and resources are 
also available to support questions that arise at 
these events. Post secondary students are hired 
and trained, and travel the province during the 
summer.

The crew also goes to local bars with the 
permission of proprietors. A game, that we 
encourage the public to play, called “Can you 

hit the G-spot?”, is a golf putting game where 
participants try to putt golf balls into a 3-dimen- 
sional G. This encourages fun, open conversa- 
tion around language, terminology, and sexuality, 
and everyone's efforts are rewarded with 
product samples or candy. 


In the past, we have had a presence at Stage 
13, Big Valley Jamboree, Jasper Folk Fest, and 
Fringe Festival. Many of the major festivals in 
Edmonton are promoted as family events and 
organizers have concerns about our presence. 
What we do in a subtler manner is provide 
samples that are labeled with contact informa- 
tion, and provide them to the volunteer and 
performer areas. 


Our presence is always well received, and the 
feedback indicates that the public thinks it’s a 
great idea that we attend these events.

The Canadian Federation for Sexual 
Health (CFSH) is partnering with non- 
profit agencies in Belize, Brazil and Jamai- 
ca to reduce unwanted pregnancy, sexu- 
ally transmitted infections and HIV/AIDS 
among young people in these countries, 
as well as to build knowledge and skills to 
make healthy sexual decisions.

CFSH to work with them to develop and imple- 
ment youth-oriented and rights-based program- 
ming in their communities.

My mother-in-law was the one 
who told me to give Flavours 
Modern Bistro a try. She was 
interested to hear my opinion of 
it, she said. And since I’m not 
Fred Flintstone and don’t have 
mother-in-law issues, | decided to 
do her a favour and check it out. 

I was impressed by the place 
even before I entered—any restau- 
rant that spells “flavours” with an 
anglophilic “u” is okay by me. (In 
fact, I get a little shot of joy every 
time Microsoft Word underlines it 
in red line to alert me to my 
“error.” But I digress.) 

But Flavours has more than just 
proper orthography to recom- 
mend it. This is what a restaurant

should look like! One wall is sim- 
ply exposed brick while its oppo- 
site is painted a neutral colour 
with some cutaway shelves con- 
taining large, brightly coloured 
glass vases. The floor is scuffed- 
up hardwood that likely is as old 
as the building, and tables run 
along both walls of the long nar- 
row restaurant. There’s a bar/ser- 
vice area near the back which 
matches the rest of the décor per- 
fectly, and the retro light fixtures 
dangling from the high ceiling 
cast a dim, comforting glow over 


chewy, and my house salad was 
accompanied by a dressing with a 
slight odour of cumin. All in all, it 
was quite good—if a little boring. 
Their kitchen staff obviously has 
some deft hands and an eye for 
quality ingredients, so why are 
they limiting themselves to a tired 
old soup and sandwich menu? I'd 
love to see a wild mushroom or a 
Nicoise salad on the menu along- 
side a classic French leek tarte. 
Flavours would be an ideal spot to 
savour a proper omelet and a 
glass of wine while lingering over

the entire room. It’s definitely 
classic and must have been a 
labour of love to design. 

Flavours offers a range of 
soups, sandwiches and salads for 
lunch. I had a quick look and 
decided on a grilled chicken sand- 
wich with provolone, and roasted 
red peppers accompanied by a 
house salad, while my wife opted 
for a grilled salmon burger with 
caper mayo and a Caesar salad. 

I'd heard that Flavours was a 
good spot for an evening meal as 
well, so while we waited, I asked 
if | could see their dinner menu. I 
was very impressed by the 
evening fare. It’s not large—there 
are only five or six entrées to 
choose from and about the same 
number of appetizers. A list of 
suppliers appears on one side of 
the menu—the folks at Flavours 
endeavour to use local producers 
wherever possible, and they’re 
eager to let their patrons know it. 

I put the menu to one side when 
our sandwiches arrived. My 
chicken was moist and tender, the 
baguette it came on was fresh and 


a late summer lunch, or to enjoy a 
hardy steak aux frites next to the 
fireplace on a cold winter's day. 
Please don’t get me wrong: 

Flavours is a very good restaurant 
and I’m almost positive that when 
(not if) I go back for dinner, the 
dishes will more accurately hon- 
our the “bistro” part of their 
name. And when I was there for 
lunch, I didn’t hear anyone com- 
plaining.

RHYME’S NO CRIME... 


The cakes are sweet, but sweeter is the 
feeling/That one is mixing with the 
literati;/It warms the old, and melts the 
most congealing/Really, it is a most

Meet” 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF 
the League of Canadian Poets was such 
a blast (from what we could experience 
as a member of the public), and such a 
star-studded occasion for our little prairie 
town, that we thought we'd stir up a bit of 
controversy over something we witnessed. 

But first, a digression: in our recent 
book giveaway, one of our readers drew 
what we felt was an erroneous correla- 
tion between the publicity afforded to 
poetry and the popularity of poetry in 
society at large. 

As non-readers of this column know, 
contemporary poetry appeals to a less- 
than-small market share. Discussions of 
things poetical appeal to a correspond- 
ingly minute readership. I's not because 
“society” doesn't hear about poetry, we 
would wager; it’s just that “the main- 
stream" prefers the romantic and struc- 
furally familiar verses of folks like Pablo 
Neruda and Leonard Cohen to the intel- 
lectual configurations and contortions that 
characterize much contemporary verse. 

At any rate, having been largely 
excluded. from the Sai crevices where 
the most pristine poetic shoptalk flourishes 
since the birth of our daughter almost two 
years ago, we were fully able to appreci-

ate the oddity of the following exchange. 

Tom Konyves was reading his mani- 
festo on videopoetry—videopoetry is 
emphatically one word, emphatically this, 
stubekcaly that. Videopoetry eschews 
the appearance of the author, especially 
the in narrative poses. Videopoet 
avoids illustrating fe verbal poetry wi 
images, because that is akin to rhyme. 

At which point, the woman seated next 
to me blurted out, “But what's so wrong 
with rhyme?” 

Konyves continued speaking as if no 
one had interrupted him. The woman 
crumpled to the table in humiliation. 

After Konyves finished reading his arti- 
cle, he grinned and looked out into the 
audience. “Did someone say something 
while | was speaking?” 

The woman seated next to me fluster- 
ing her hands and apologized. “I was 
just wondering, what was, um, what was 
so wrong with rhyme?” 

Konyves’s grin remained fixed as he 
gazed at the other audience members. 
“What's so wrong with rhyme?” he 
repeated, his delivery so precise in tone 
and pitch that everyone in room knew 
that, in his pronouncement, the question 
had answered itself. 

But what is so wrong with rhyme? 
Used judiciously—for effect, not indul- 
gence? Rhyme can delight the senses, 
bump rhythm in unexpected places, and 
(our favourite), inject irony into otherwise 
inoffensive phrases. We've also done 
some experiments: we've read the baby 
the beautifully composed but non- 
rhyming poetry of Lisa Robertson (and 
we love Lisa Robertson) to no avail—but 
baby laughs when Dr. Seuss pulls off one 
of those absurd, tongue-tangling rhyming 
sequences. We're not saying that Dr. 
Seuss is (or should be) high art, just that 
he might haye something to teach us 
about making poetry appeal to the inher- 
ently non(?)-poetic.

In interviews he’s 
tossed around “9/11,” “Abu 
Ghraib” and “terrorism” as 
prisms through which to view the 
film, but this seems lazy—the film 
is so diffuse it'll accept any inter- 
pretation; by that token, you can 
do a film studies dissection of the 
Scooby-Doo movies and make it 
stick. 

DA: It’s easy to read all kinds of 
things into the film in terms of 
subtext because Roth doesn’t add 
anything to suggest a political 
agenda in terms of this stuff repre- 
senting any specific real-world hor- 
rors. Switching up the male pro- 
tagonists for female protagonists 
just makes it more open to multi- 
ple readings. 

TM: A few critics pointed this 
out in Tarantino’s Death Proof— 
that by leaving men out of the 
equation, by having a woman 
involved in the torture sequences, 
somehow this excuses it. 

DA: More interestingly, there 
are all kinds of windows into 
Roth’s personality in terms of his 
feelings about women, from literal 
castration anxiety to the absolute- 
ly nihilistic final scene where a 
bunch of kids gleefully play soccer 
with the severed head of a 
“deceitful” woman. In fact, I got 
the feeling while watching the 
film that Roth was punishing all 
those women who wouldn't give 
him the time of day in high 
school. 

TM: I got the same feeling. I’m 
hesitant to suggest that Roth is 
really as misogynistic as he seems 
to be—it’s still, after all, just a 
movie—but he takes an undoubt- 
ed glee in his torture sequences, 
especially with Heather Mataraz- 
zo (Dawn Weiner in Welcome to the 
Dollhouse), who seems to be mak- 
ing a career of being degraded. 

DA: also have to say that there 
wasn’t a single moment in Hostel 
I where I felt Roth was making a 
pointed statement about anything 
in the real world. 

TM: That long, unblinking shot 
of Matarazzo being hung upside- 
down and bled out by another 
woman would seem to be a point- 
ed statement, but about what I’m 
not sure. 

DA: Roth would probably 
argue that he’s taking care to be 
not misogynistic by showing 
female-on-female violence instead 
of male-on-female violence, yet 
his camera leers at the torturer as 
she strips naked, then orgasmical- 
ly tortures her victim with a 
scythe while writhing around in 
her blood. You simply can’t get 
more torture porn than that. 

TM: In your Rue Morgue inter- 
view with Roth, he objects to the 
term “torture porn,” but I really 
can’t see how else you could 
describe it. This was the moment 
that bothered me the most—a lin- 
gering camera shot that eroticized 
the torture of a woman who's 
been degraded throughout the 
entire film. It serves no other pul- 
pose, and Roth arguing that such 
an over-the-top scene does serve a 
purpose indicates a lack of imagi 
nation on his part, that he has to 
beso literal-minded.

INLAND EMPIRE

WOULD IT SOUND RIDICULOUS IF I 
told you I think Laura Dern gives 
an extraordinary performance in 
Inland Empire, even though I 
couldn't tell you for sure what 
character she’s playing? 

Dern starts the film as Nikki 
Grace, a Hollywood actress who 
lands the coveted lead role in 
something called On High in Blue 
Tomorrows, a romantic melodrama 
set in the Deep South, even 
though the director (an unctuous 
Jeremy Irons) says it’s based on an 


old Polish folktale. But as.the film 
progresses, Dern appears to slip 
into several alternate realities and 
alternate identities—the white- 
trash wife of a Polish carny, a 
streetwalker working the corner 
of Hollywood and Vine, a bruise- 
faced woman telling her life story 
to a private detective. Every so 
often, Lynch cuts to a TV sitcom 
starring a family of giant, anthro- 
pomorphic rabbits, and Dern 
seems to be part of that reality as 
well. 

Lynch created the part (or parts) 
specifically for Dern, an actress 
who seems to be a particularly 
rich source of inspiration for him. 
(She even has the same name as 
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one of his fayourite movies: 
Laura.) He cast her as Sandy, the 
epitome of virginal teenage inno- 
cence, in Blue Velvet, but just four 
years later he had her playing 
Lula, the unabashedly carnal, 
leopardskin-clad, hotter-than- 
Georgia-asphalt heroine of Wild at 
Heart. Between those two films, 
she’s like a living embodiment of 
the virgin/ whore complex. 

Her character in Inland Empire, 
on the other hand, can’t be 
reduced to mere formulas. The 
film may not be a complete suc- 
cess for Lynch—its logic is often 
frustratingly opaque, and the 
three-hour running time creates 
more than a few stretches of tedi- 
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um—but it’s a triumph for Dern. 
She gives a performance so fear- 
less in circumstances so challeng- 
ing—working on the fly, without 
even a finished script—that it 
seems downright heroic. 

Laura Dern spoke with SEE 
about “being in the moment,” the 
genesis of Inland Empire, and the 
most surreal Best Actress cam- 
paign in Osear history. 


SEE: In interviews, David 
Lynch always describes the plot of 
Inland Empire as “a woman in 
trouble.” But how did he first 
pitch it to you? 

Laura Dern: Well, even that’s 
more information than I was origi- 
nally given! [Laughs.] When peo- 
ple tell me that’s not enough 
information, I always remind 
them that I started the movie with 
even less, 

SEE: \s Lynch the kind of direc- 
tor who you just go along with no 
matter what, or do you say, you 
know, “I’m going to need a little 
more detail than that, David”? 

LD: To be honest, both things. 
Naturally, David is one of the true 
visionaries of American cinema 
and someone who | think most 
actors would leap at the opportu- 
nity to work with. But he started 
out just saying, “Let’s experi- 
ment.” There was a monologue 
that was scripted and which we 
shot, but we didn’t know what it 
was going to be or how it would 
fit into anything. We were just 
experimenting with a character, 
and then, after a few get-togeth- 
ers, we arrived at a turning point 
where suddenly he saw the 
movie. And we were so in the 
thick of it that instead of stopping 
and writing an entire script, we 





Lynch makes from now on is 
going to look like this one. Maybe 
that’s just the bourgeois moviego- 
er in me, but Id really miss the 
visual beauty that you get in Blue 
Velvet or Lost Highway. 

LD: But if you look back at 
someone like Maya Deren, people 
at the time thought her 8mm 
footage looked crude and nasty 
and dirty too. I think the crudity 
of the digital video adds its own 
quality—it matches the crudity of 
that street person on Hollywood 
and Vine, it takes you more inside 
her experience. But when David 
says he wants to stay in the world 
of digital, I think what he really 
means is that he wants the free- 
dom it gives him, the freedom 
from a cumbersome crew. You 
have to remember, there are never 
accidents with David. He’s such a 
revolutionary; at this point in his 
career, he’s not about to compro- 
mise his art just to make people 
comfortable. 

SEE: What's your reaction when 
you hear people say Inland Empire 
is too hard to follow? Does it 
make you think maybe you 
should have given them a clearer 
trail of breadcrumbs? Or is ita 
mistake to watch the movie trying 
to find the magical key, to figure 
out the one ultimate, definitive 
explanation of what it all means? 

LD: I do think that’s the wrong 
approach with this movie. I think 
David just wants you to enter the 
film and have your own experi- 
ence, like you would if you were 
looking at a painting in a gallery 
or a museum. But I’m very used 
to these reactions. I was at a film 
festival with David the first time 
Blue Velvet was shown and people 
were very angry at it—including

decided to just keep shooting and 
go day by day, scene by scene. 

SEE: Does that change your 
method of working, when you're 
in the middle of an unfinished jig- 
saw puzzle? 

LD: It changes it so much for 
the better. You work your whole 
life as an actor to attempt to 
achieve being “in the moment,” 
and then David comes along and 
forces you to. And it works beauti- 
fully for a character like this, 
who’s in such deep conflict that 
she doesn’t even know where she 
is. David was as clear as he need- 
ed to be in his direction, but it was 
still terrifying. 

SEE: Did shooting the film on 
digital video make a difference on 
the set? Did it speed things up? 

LD: Absolutely. There were no 
cumbersome lights to move, so 
David could get a single and then 
just flip the camera around and 
get the other actress’ close-up 
without having to wait for a com- 
plete relight. So we were in the 
moment all the time—in a 10-hour 
day, we'd get scene after scene / 
after scene, where on an ordinary 
movie you'd need two days just to 
finish one big scene. 

SEE: | have to say, despite all 
the benefits of digital video, part 
of me hopes that not every movie

some critics who now say it’s one 
of their favourite films of all time 
At Cannes with Wild at Heart, 
there was a jeering section amidst 
the standing ovation. So it would 
feel very weird if this film only 
got applause. It wouldn't feel like 
David. 

SEE: What did you think of that 
very odd Oscar campaign Lynch 
mounted on your behalf, camping 
out ona street corner in L.A. with 
a live cow and a “For Your Con- 
sideration” banner? 

LD: I didn’t even know about it 
until some friends told me it was 
on YouTube, which I'd never been 
on before in my life. I thought it 
was surprising and funny and 
irreverent and weird and wild 
and wonderful—all the things that 
David is. It was so beautiful that 
he would do that. And I must say, 
I liked his disdain for the conven 
tional “let’s spend $3,000,000” 
Oscar campaign. | like that he’s 
always shaking things up. I think 
it was a very political statement 
for him about how the film indus- 
try needs to find a new way. 
Inland Empire is self-distributed, 
self-promoted. It wasn’t just about 
picking up a different camera; he 
carried that sentiment through 
every aspect of this film.

Avenue Montaigne crushes on the city of lights

IT ADMITTEDLY DOESN’T TAKE 
much to get a decent review out of 
me when the subject is Paris. Just 
light the streets a certain way, 
show a few of the more recogniz- 
able monuments and buildings, 
cut away to fashionably dressed 
women strolling casually down ze 
boulevard and there you have it— 
an automatic two-star handicap, 
even if the plot was cribbed from 
every third Hollywood comedy of 
the ‘30s and ’40s. Throw ina cute, 
perky heroine with Jean Seberg 
hair a la Breathless—as veteran 
screenwriter and novice director 
Daniéle Thompson does in Avenue 
Montaigne—and T’ll have to own it 
when it comes out on DVD. 

In this particular case it does 
help that Thompson seems to 
have a way with frothy comedies 
about Paris—2002’s Jet Lag, a 
slight but amusing romance that 
threw together the unlikely couple 
of Jean Reno and Juliette Binoche 
in Charles de Gaulle Airport, was 
a great deal of fun, and Avenue 
Montaigne continues her cinematic 
winning mini-streak. 

Jessica (Cécile de France) 


arrives fresh from the provinces 
and lands a job at a café on the 
Avenue Montaigne which normal- 
ly only hires male waiters, Shades 
of Amélie: she finds herself periph- 
erally involved in the lives of her 
customers, all of whom are, to 
varying degrees, in the midst of 
personal crises. There's Jean- 
Francois (Albert Dupontel), a frus- 
trated classically trained Pianist; a 
television actress named Cather- 
ine (Valérie Lemercier); and the 
American director Brian Sobinski 
(Sydney Pollack), who she hopes 
will cast her in his project about 
Jean-Paul Sartre and Simone de 
Beauvoir. Rounding out the col- 
lection of café habitués is Jacques 
(Claude Brasseur), a dying mil- 
lionaire in the process of auction- 
ing off his art collection at a build- 
ing next door. 

These storylines weave their 
Way around Jessica as much as 
they do each other, finally tying 
up in the neatest way possible, all 
on the very same evening. As con- 
trived as that may sound, Thomp- 
son pulls it off—the plot is so 
relaxed, the characters so charm- 
ing, that it’s impossible to get 
worked up about the obvious 
script manipulations along the 
way. 

Instead, as with Amélie—or 








even Grand Hotel—you either end 
up smitten with the scenery or 
tangled in the ridiculous convolu- 
tions of the plot. After all, what 
deep lessons can we take away 
from Avenue Montaigne? That we 
can all learn from each other— 
young and old, famous artist and 
working stiffs alike? That love is 
just around the corner? That 
everything will be okay in the 
end? That art is... well, there’s 
something in this film about art, 
as well as class, but it gets lost in 
the soap opera shuffle. 

Terrible, the way the clichés the 
pile up, but amazing how easily 
one ignores them, which makes 
one wonder how French filmmak- 
ers can keep pulling off this par- 
ticular kind of movie even as their 
Hollywood confréres seem to 
have lost the touch. You won’t be 
carrying scenes from Avenue Mon- 
taigne around in your head days 
later, but so what? 

It's a trifle, but a delicious trifle.

Paris Je T’Aime revels in Parisian clichés

PARIS IN THE MOVIES: THE EIFFEL 
Tower, the Arc de Triomphe, the 
Metro, Oscar Wilde's grave, mimes, 
haute couture couples making out on 
park benches, subtle sexual power 
games, Juliette Binoche, Gérard 
Depardieu, sexy vampires... Paris Je 
TAime revels in every bit of cinemat- 
ic shorthand ever invented for the 
fabled city of lights. 

Which isn’t to say that this 
movie—a collection of 18 short films 
set in 18 Paris neighbourhoods, by 
filmmakers ranging from Gus Van 
Sant to Sylvain Chomet to Alfonso 
Cuarén—just hits us over the head 
with a series of clichés. But the worst 
bits do, so let’s get those out of the 
Way first. 

Gurinder Chadha’s Quais de Seine 
Opens with a trio of young men cat- 
calling at girls walking along the 
bank of the Seine. One of the boys 
makes flirtatious eye contact with a 
girl sitting nearby (the kind of flirta- 
Hous eye contact that can only, we 
quickly learn, happen in Paris). After 
director Chadha contrives an excuse 
to have them speak to one another, 
Wwe learn that the girl is a Muslim. 
The boy asks her a stupid question 
about why she covers her pretty hair 
with a hijab. She mutters something 
about faith and heads off to mosque. 
= her and waits outside 

She emerges with her grandfa- 
ther. The resolution that follows is 


groaningly earnest in its message of 
tolerance and acceptance. 

Wes Craven's Pére-Lachaise has a 
bourgeois British bride-and-groom- 
to-be bickering in front of Oscar 
Wilde's grave in Pére Lachaise 
cemetery. But they resolve their 
petty dispute, of course—with a little 
help from the ghost of Wilde him- 
self! Oh ho ho, how clever! 

And so on. To believe some of 
these shorts, anyone who's feeling 
the least bit lonely should book a 
flight into Charles DeGaulle ASAP, 
as they’re sure to find companion- 
ship of some kind. The pieces that 
stand out, however, provide a 
glimpse of the film that could have 

n. 
Place des Fétes is a subile but pow- 
erful look at racial animosity 
between white Parisians and the 
African immigrants who live in the 
suburbs around the city, starring 
Seydou Boro as a young Nigerian 
man who pays a steep price for his 
attraction to another immigrant. 

In Place de Victoires, Juliette 
Binoche plays a woman grieving the 
death of her young son. After a mid- 
dle-of-the-night encounter with a 
grizzled cowboy straight out of the 
boy’s imagination (played by an 
Eastwood-esque Willem Dafoe), she 
picks herself up, reluctantly, and 
moves along. 

Appropriately enough for a film 
about a world capital, many of the 
best stories are told from the per- 
spective of outsiders. In Alexander 
Payne's 14éme Arrondissement, a 
spinster postal worker from Denver, 
who's been dreaming of going to 
Paris for years, finally saves up 
enough money to take a weeklong

trip to the city. Narrating the film in 
amusingly American-accented 
French, actress Margo Martindale 
nails the happy-sad sense of disloca- 
tion that comes with being alone and 
jetlagged in a beautiful, strange 
place. 

The highlight of the collection is 
the Coen Brothers’ Tuileries, starring 
Steve Buscemi as an American 
tourist who learns the hard way not 
to make eye contact in the subway. 
Buscemi’s performance is wordless, 
but as he’s dressed down and beaten 
up en frangais, his ever-so-slightly 
exaggerated facial expressions do all 
the acting for him. The film’s satire 
of guidebooks for gullible tourists is 
brilliant. 

Overall though, the real disap- 
pointment of Paris Je T’Aime is the 
number of talented filmmakers 
whose contributions fall flat: Sylvain 
Chomet, Gus Van Sant, Christopher 
Doyle. 

The promise of a film like this is 
that of a grab bag of filmmakers 
making great little films, tasty little 
amuses-bouches that you can nibble 
on or discard as you please. In spite 
of a few standouts, Paris Je T’Aime 
just doesn’t satisfy.

MOSTLY I HAVE NO PATIENCE FOR 
movie musicals. I find them 
phony and overwrought and 
overlong, the narrative momen- 
tum hobbled by people constantly 
bursting into song and dance 
about everything. What a relief 
that John Carney’s Once, which 
positively overflows with song, 
bears little resemblance to West 
Side Story or Grease or even The 
Commitments. 

Once stars Frame’s 
frontman/occasional actor Glen 
Hansard as a Dublin lad who 
works in his dad’s vacuum repair 
shop and spends his spare time 
singing his guts out on the side- 
walk for spare change. A young 


Czech woman (Markéta Irglova) 
stops to listen to him one day and, 
after a little chitchat, asks if he’ll 
fix her vacuum cleaner. Further 
conversation reveals that she too 
is a musician, one with a keen 
interest in his songs and the heart- 
break that inspired them. She 
rebuffs his romantic advances, but 
their musical relationship grows 
and thrives, in no small part 
because of her unflappable belief 
in his talent. Songs are sung, 
dreams are chased, and the sun 
shines a little brighter on Dublin’s 
grey streets. 

Everything about Once is low- 
key, right down to its wisp of a 
plot, which eschews contrived 
conflicts and fairytale turns of 
fate, focusing instead the unhur- 
ried, sometimes awkward 
moments that characterize its 
enigmatic central relationship. 
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The film’s touches of humour are 
similarly modest; Carney refrains 
even from taking cheap shots at 
the homely backing band the guy 
scrapes up from a trio of buskers 
who obsessively crank out Thin 
Lizzy songs in front of a statue of 
Phil Lynott. The film’s shoestring 
production budget—allegedly just 
$150,000—translates into mumbly 
scenes that are barely lit at all, 
though that seems part and parcel 
of the film’s grotty working-class 
realism, along with the dingy flats 
and the various unkempt, lumpen 
fellas in supporting roles. 

A lot rides on Hansard, whose 
shaggy protagonist occupies the 
centre of virtually every scene. He 
seems entirely natural in his diffi- 
dent, nebbishy role, just as his 
melodic, angsty, tunes are a per- 
fect foil for the bittersweet narra- 
tive. He also gets enough variety 
out of his post-Radiohead musical 
leanings, replete with swoops into 
plangent falsetto, to entertainingly 
populate the soundtrack. And his 
chemistry with Irglova, who 
doesn’t seem to be acting at all, is

enchanting enough to help you 
overlook the film’s few traces of 
movie-musical convention, as 
when the pair play together for 
the first time in an underpatron- 
ized music store and she provides 
flawless vocal and piano accom- 
paniment to one of Hansard’s 
songs without ever having heard 
it before. That said, it’s a lovely 
scene and the song they perform, 
“Falling Slowly,” repeats and res- 
onates through the whole movie 
in surprising, affecting ways. 

One of those surprises is how 
movingly Once captures the way 
music enriches drab ol’ life as 
most of us live it, without 
recourse to glitzy production 
numbers and storybook romance. 
Simple, spare and bittersweet, it’s 
certainly no Dreamgirls. Thank 
God.

“WE ALREADY SAW JOEY SHITHEAD IN 
his skivvies, which is probably the 
biggest nightmare,” laughs Graeme 
MacKinnon, calling from backstage 
ata watering hole in Banff where his 
Wednesday Night Heroes are play- 
ing with Shithead’s indefatigable 
punk troopers D.O.A. 

I's an appropriate, if not entirely 
appealing image: the aging icon in 
his tighty-whiteys, prepping for a 
umpteenth unheralded, fanfare-free 


Sig. 

You see, for MacKinnon, the sight 
of his hero, still roughing it on 
punk’s back roads some 30 years 
after he helped define the state of 
North American hardcore, isn’t a 
sad one, but an inspiring model of 
Sticking to your guns long after the 
press and other self-anointed 
tastemakers have stopped paying 
attention. 

To prove his point, he recalls 
another, even more obscure example 
of outsiders who proved to be a 
Source of inspiration: back in the 
Stungier days of Edmonton's music 
scene, when The Smalls ruled the 
school, MacKinnon says he felt more 
ofa kinship with a group called the 
Glory Stompers. Remember them? 


Unless you share MacKinnon’s affin- 
ity for poorly publicized underdogs, 
you likely don’t. Which is kind of the 
point. ; 

“J remember seeing pictures of 
them,” he says, “They had spiky hair 
and were touring in New York with 
bands like the Varukers, and I 
looked up to those guys like gods, 
but no one else had heard of them. I 
think with every generation and 
every scene there's going to be 
bands that accomplish a lot but 
they're not necessarily going to be in 
your face about it. They just kind of 
do their thing and get out to as many 
kids as possible, and they're work- 
ing just as hard. 

“At the end of the day,” he contin- 
ues, “if no one helped us with press, 
we'd still be doing this. I know that 
there are a lot of bands that are really 
content to get the hype machine 
going in Edmonton, and they might 
play Calgary once a year or go to 
Vancouver twice. To them, it’s more 
important to be a really big local 
band. For us, Edmonton is where we 
live and it’s so awesome—and those 
are probably my favourite shows, 
the ones with all my friends at 
them—but at the same time, it’s one 
of many shows. I think we look at it 
bigger now.” 

He means the bigger picture, not 
necessarily greater acclaim—though 
that too may come. The Heroes, who 


recently celebrated their tenth year 
together as a group, have just 
released their third full-length 
recording, Guilty Pleasures. Anyone 
who grew up with albums produced 
during the U.K.’s nastier second 
wave of punk groups—G.B.H. 
comes most readily to mind—might 
think they’ve entered a time warp 
upon listening to it, what with its 
machine-gun drums, the roar of its 
post-Stooges Metallic K.O. guitar, the 
guttural vocals, and that dose of 
Slade-style hooligan bubblegum 
melody in the big sing-a-long cho- 
ruses. 

This collision of past and present 
continues right down to The Heroes’ 
choice of label, B.Y.O. (Their previ- 
ous releases are available through 
Brooklyn-based Longshot Records.) 
Formed in 1982 by Shawn and Mark 
Stern of Youth Brigade, B.Y.O. has 
introduced several generations to 
the sounds of the underground, 
from the seminal (7 Seconds, SNFU) 
to the more forgettable John Cougar 
Concentration Camp—good name, 
though). MacKinnon and Co. are no 
exceptions. 

“Christ! They put out SNFU, one 
of my favourite bands—their two 
best records were on B.Y.O.,” raves 
MacKinnon. “Jr. Gone Wild, that 
was another really cool band—they 
probably drank away most of their 
profits, but they were another crucial 





ingredient in Edmonton's music 
scene. I think it’s interesting that 
now we're getting into the ranks 
with these guys. 

“I’m so stoked,” he continues, 
“because B.Y.O. was how I got into 
punk. That was the first time I heard 
Bad Religion, that was the first time I 
heard The Adolescents or Youth 
Brigade or Social Distortion. 7 Sec- 
onds and SNFU became two of my 
all-time favourite bands.” 

Needless to say, the fact this wee 
little label still trucks along, faring 
probably no better or worse finan- 
cially than when they first started, 
and that most of their current roster 
could have shared a bill 20 years ago 
without changing their sound, is 
what appeals to MacKinnon. After 
all, there's a big difference between 
sounding dated and sounding time- 
less. 

“As soon as you start doing music 
because it’s the trend of the day, 
then I think you're going to date 
yourself,” MacKinnon says. “1 think 
that’s why D.O.A. And SNFU tran- 
scended that. When you hear 
‘Fucked Up Ronnie’ by D.O.A., 
that’s a pretty dangerous thing to 
say. You can take out Ronald Rea- 
gan and put in George Bush, Putin 
in Russia, or whoever is oppressing 
people. It's a rebel song, and that’s 
what we all kind of relate to,”

MODERN INDIE ROCK BUILT ITS DIY 
ethos on the foundation that ’80s 
hardcore and punk laid down. It’s 
ironic, then, that few indie bands 
claim any affiliation with the 
Black Flags and Germs of that 
time period; indie rock, unfortu- 
nately, seems to have lost its punk 
rock way. 

Enter Secret Fires. 

Composed of members of some 
of Edmonton’s most well-known 
indie outfits, Secret Fires special- 
ize in revitalizing the attitude and 


we were all kind of sad because 
we'd had so much fun playing 
together. So we decided to start an 
actual band.” 

The rest of the year was spent 
rehearsing and honing the band’s 
tight yet frenetic punk sound. 
Their music would sound right at 
home in the dirtiest of mid-'80s 
punk clubs, but the band 
wouldn't look the part at all. 

“Sometimes it seems like more 
ofa fashion thing than anything 
else,” Sargent says. “A lot of peo- 
ple who are into more subdued 
rock ‘n’ roll stuff might never seek 
out a spiky punk band because it’s 
not part of their ‘apparel.’ But all 
those bands are good because they

sounds of some of the greatest 
icons of punk rock—Drive Like 
Jehu, early Replacements, The 
Birthday Party—banging out 
ragged, catchy, and more than a 
little drunk-sounding recordings 
live off the floor onto analog tape, 
a welcome arrival in a scene dom- 
inated by arm-crossed, tweed- 
sweater-wearing hipsters. Punk 
isn’t dead, folks; it’s just having an 
identity crisis. Secret Fires are the 
slap in the face. 

They began to take shape a little 
over a year ago as the Hot Snakes 
cover band Not Snakes, an infor- 
mal format that gave the members 
a chance to break from their more 
structured and serious indie pro- 
jects and produce some drunken 
punk-rock mayhem. 

“We formed Not Snakes as a 
goof,” recalls Travis Sargent, who 
shreds vocal cords for the Secret 
Fires. “We played twice over last 
summer, but then when it ended,

write good songs, not because 
they wear the right clothes.” 

The Secret Fires manifesto is 
punk to the extreme: their recent 
recording session in Calgary was 
a drunken, lo-fi affair, and they 
only play in dive bars where 
there’s a low stage—or no stage at 
all. 

“We bought a bunch of magnet- 
ic tape from a guy in Boston and 
recorded onto a two-inch 
machine,” Sargent explains, “We 
approached it like the Stooges" 
album Fun House, where vocals 
and guitar solos are overdubbed 
but 80 per cent of the record is live 
off the floor. We had this studio in 
a garage, and we just drank a lot 
over three days and recorded 
from noon until three in the morn- 
ing every single day.” 

The outcome is one of the gritti- 
est, rawest and energetic record- 
ings to come out of Edmonton ina 
long, long time: Secret Fires have 
rolled up the best punk rock in 
their record collections into a 
gigantic dirty cigarette and taken 
a long, lung-filling drag. Live, 
they’re no different: nose to nose 
with their audience, and drunk 
and punk as all hell.

“RIGHT AFTER I GOT STARTED 
touring in ‘94 or ‘95 I was hired to 
open a couple of shows for 
Townes Van Zandt,” muses Kelly 
Joe Phelps over the phone from 
God knows where. 

The singer/songwriter, current- 
ly in the midst of a long tour with 
Lucinda Williams that will bring 
the two to Edmonton this Friday, 
is being nudged towards his 
memories of the deceased song- 
writer in question by a curious 
interviewer. Did he ever feel influ- 
enced by the critically acclaimed 
Texan? Was Van Zandt’s dark 
folk-country a template on which 
Phelps felt free to build his own 
moody jazz and delta blues rumi- 
nations? 


he said, ‘If you play it I'll sing it’ — 
it was only after we played the 
song for the first time that we 
finally shook hands.” He laughs. 

Phelps ended up backing Van 
Zandt on dobro during the rest of 
the tour. The resulting perfor- 
mances were recorded and 
released on the live The Highway 
Kind, one of the most death-haunt- 
ed albums ever released 

“Well, those shows were just a 
little bit before he died,” Phelps 
recalls. “You can definitely hear it 
in his voice—that’s one cool and 
eerie record.” 

With his latest album, Tunesmith 
Retrograde, Phelps has caught a lit- 
tle of that Van Zandt eeriness, 
especially in his banjo work. Hav- 
ing only picked up the banjo (after 
a long layoff) a short while before 
recording the album, he uses it to 
good effect on the short instru- 
mental “Scapegoat,” and dedi-

cates the mournful “Handful of 
Arrows” to another doomed 
musician with poetic inclinations, 
Chris Whitley. 

“I'm glad you like it,” he says 
humbly. “I feel like if I get my 
hands around something long 
enough and dive into the motiva- 
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tion musically rather than the 
instrument it’s almost like step- 
ping outside its body. | know that 
sounds far-fetched, but...” He lets 
the sentence hang 

“It’s too bad that such a cool 
instrument gets locked in by peo- 
ple’s preconceptions,” he sighs, 
reminded of the grip that blue- 
grass artists have on the instru- 
ment, as opposed to someone like 
Doc Boggs, who took banjo-play- 
ing down bluesier paths. “The 
instrument isn’t really even the 
point—it’s getting outside of it 
that matters.” 

The way Phelps talks, you’d 
almost get the impression that 
he’s reaching the point where he’s 
focusing on the music as opposed 
to the instrument that he’s play- 
ing—a strange turn of events fora 
man so celebrated for his instru- 
mental facility. 

“T’ve been asked questions like 
that before,” hedges Phelps, long 
recognized as a blues player par 
excellence (especially on slide gui- 

tar). “Some people tend to think 
that there’s been a shift in my 
process, but really I’ve been mak- 
ing sure that music is what is 
motivating me. It seems simple, 
but the instruments tend to get in 
the way.” 

Phelps lists jazz legends John 
Coltrane, Don Cherry and Charlie 
Haden as examples of musicians 
who have transcended their 
instruments. 

“When you listen to them play

you hear them as people, not as 
musicians—if that makes sense,” 
he says, almost apologetically 

“With Coltrane there’s definitely 
something almost like worship in 
the way that I view him. Honesty 
maybe, is the best word to 
describe it.” 

He struggles with the problem 


of describing music that goes 
beyond technique and straight 
into emotion. “There was some- 
thing entirely different going on 
with him—something so huge 
that there isn’t enough time to 
stand around and even think 
about it.”

Indie Music Video Fest celebrates the obscure

THINGS YOU CAN SEE AT THIS YEAR'S 
Indie Music Video Festival (IMVF): a 
cute pink horse injected with a 
serum that causes it to grow bat 
wings and shoot lasers from its eyes; 
a recreation, with puppets, of the 
doomed last mission of Antarctic 
Robert Falcon Scott; and Edmon- 
ton’s own Cadence Weapon as a 
rhyming scientist working on a 
super-secret government project 

Of course, | didn’t see any of these 
videos on TV. Once I looked up the 
list of videos being presented at this 
year’s IMVF I logged on to 
YouTube. Most of these artists have 
never seen any kind of rotation on 
MTV or MuchMusic—and most of 
them never will. 

“Yeah, basically the web has just 
become such a great medium for this 
kind of stuff,” says festival founder 
Marcus Rogers. “YouTube and band 
websites and MySpace.” 

The IMVF is six years old, and 
since its inception in Vancouver in 
2002 it’s been presented as a touring 
package. This year it’s hitting up 
Vancouver, Los Angeles, Toronto, 
and Chicago, among others cities. 

Founder Marcus Rogers is a long- 
time music video director himself, 
having created work for left-coast 
rock ‘n’ roll mainstays DOA and 
Strapping Young Lad. “It’s so com- 
plicated an artform,” he says, “and I 
have nothing but respect for [video 
directors]. Every microsecond 
counts and every moment has to be 
perfect, and the standards of compe- 
tition are really high... When we 
started doing this, there wasn’t any 
way of showcasing these videos. I 
havea fine arts ba , and 
these are such a sophisticated form 
of moder art that they should be 
held ona pedestal.” 

Although, he’s quick to add, “Not 
the commercial crap. I like a little 
glimpse of the band to see who they 
are or what they look like, but I'm so 
tired of seeing someone lip-sync. I 
love lot of the animation that’s 
going on right now, inventing a new 
virtual world. Some of these videos 
must take months to make and my 
jaw drops to the ground.” 

You wouldn't think that in 2007 
music videos would have sucha 


hard time getting some respect—

directors who made their names 
with elaborate high-concept music 
videos? Trouble is most of the really 
innovative videos don’t get into seri- 
ous rotation on MuchMusic or MTV. 
That leaves them to be seen mainly 
on artist DVD releases—or online, 
via herky-jerky pixelated video on 
minuscule computer monitors. 
“You're looking at all this hi-res 
media on a little tiny screen,” says 
Rogers, “so we try to bring it into a 
venue where it’s larger than life. So 
it’s nice to highlight them, bring 
them to the audience. We try to 
punch the sound up ona big PA... 
We spend a lot of time trolling the 
web, looking around for stuff, and 
we have an open call for submis- 
sions. We're starting get a pretty 
large volume of submissions, and 
we go through them with the judges 


and select the 20 or 25 videos that we 


want to showcase. And we end up 
with about two and a half hours.” 

Who then, does Rogers think are 
the Jonzes and Finchers of tomor- 
row? “Pete Meiser, a hip-hop artist 
from New York, works with a direc- 
tor who does this consistently great 
work,” he replies. “His name is 
David Sutton. We also have a girl 
called Theo who's from New York, 
and her stuff is just excellent, direct- 
ed by Rob Roth.” 

Rogers has a hard time deciding 
what his favourite music video of all 
time is, though there's no “Thriller” 
or “Bohemian Rhapsody” on his list. 
The names he reels off—The 
Locusts, The Joggers— are proof of 
his antipathy for the mainstream. 
“We plan on doing this and our 
archive is going to grow and we 
want to put all our clips up next 
year, so we can have over 500 videos 
online all the time. In some ways, if 
we can do these things and put them 
on the web they can live forever.”

Disc One starts off with “We're on 
the Road,” a poke at the evils of the 
music industry that almost sounds like 
a corienettick tingle: It becomes a skit 
when, during a rush to get to their 
next gig, Fulks and his band get a 
phone call from the president oe Yep 
Roc Records to remind him that it's 
been 23 months since he released his 
last CD and that “new product” is 
needed fast. “That’s no problem, sir,” 
Fulks replies. “Now, if you could wire 
me $50,000 by Monday...” 

It turns out, however, that the 
record company is unwilling to give 
him the same budget as his previous 
“path-breaking record,” which makes 
Fulks wonder why they bothered to 
contact him in the first place. One sus- 
pects the song is based on truth—and 
if Fulks really does harbour this level 
of resentment towards his own record 
label, he’s certainly exacted his 
revenge upon them with this lackluster 
album.

SQ CANADA‘S LARGEST IMPROV 
comedy festival, Improvaganza, 
kicks off again in the heart of Old 
Strathcona, and ‘Ganza guru and 
fest director Chris Craddock, in 
between shuttling arriving troupes 
from the airport, spreading the word 
to local media outlets, and oversee- 
ing final details of the stage design at 
Varscona Theatre, finds a little time 
to riff on such side-splitting matters

MELINDA HEADS UP AN CRUSADING 
organization that combats hunger in 
ye and Afghanistan, but she’s 
powerless to stop her anorexic niece 
Joy from starving herself to death. 
There's a potentially interesting para- 
dox in the phenomenon of young girls 
living in the land of plenty who patho- 
logically deny themselves food, but 
Stephanie Medford’s drama goes for 
cheap irony instead. 

The play isn’t helped by the con- 
trived, unconvincing situations. (It’s 
hard to understand who would think it 
would be a good idea to send an 
anorexic girl to live in a house where 
the walls are covered with photos of 
starving children.) The play’s third 
character, a reporter named Eileen, is 
an even stranger construction—not 
only are we told that she produces a 
TV show that specializes in cozy, inti- 
mate profiles of hunger activists (wow, 
what a ratings bonanza that show 
must be!), but she apparently also 
films her segments by herself, without 
a soundman, using a tiny, handheld 
video camera. And the belief that an 
international scandal would erupt if 
Joy's condition were made known is 
just plain bizarre. 

Leah Doz delivers a very fine, natu-

NO WONDER(LAND)

“LIKE, DO YOU WANT TO KNOW IF I 
kicked his ass? Of course I kicked 
his ass! He’s my younger broth- 
er.” 

Charlie Murphy says growing 
up with Eddie Murphy wasn’t dif- 
ferent from anybody else’s child- 
hood: “Just normal sibling rivalry, 
keeping him in line, making each 
other laugh.” 

But it was Eddie who took his 
talent for comedy and made a 
career out of it. Charlie served in 
the Navy until 1984 and admits 
that when he got out he had to try 
out a lot of careers before he 
found his footing. 

“Eddie hired me as a body- 
guard,” he says, “but it’s pretty 
hard to remain calm when guard- 
ing a relative. I thought back to 
when I was in school and how the 
only thing I was really good at 
Was writing.” 

So he wrote. (His first screen- 
play credit is on 1995’s Vampire in 
Brooklyn, a poorly received horror 
comedy starring his brother.) He 
found bit parts in movies through 
the ‘90s—you can glimpse him in 
Spike Lee’s Mo’ Better Blues and 
Jungle Fever as well as Chris 
Rock's rap satire CB4. And he 
knocked around the comedy scene 
for awhile, before his talents as a 
Storyteller landed him on the writ- 
ing staff of a little sketch comedy 
program—maybe you've heard of 
it?—called ‘s Show. 

Which is where 99.9999999% of 
People know Murphy from. He 
made an impression in front of the 
camera in Season 1 sketches like 
“Mad Real World” but he really 
came into his own in Season 2, 
telling hilarious, catchphrase-gen- 
‘rating “True Hollywood Stories” 


about his run-ins with Prince and 
the late Rick James. 

“To me it’s all been like going to 
Disneyland,” he says. “Not only 
to discover an ability at this point 
in my life but to experience it and 
have it accepted on a big level 
Chris [Rock], Eddie, Martin 
[Lawrence] have worked their 
whole lives towards it. Eddie was 
studying the records... Redd Foxx, 
Richard Pryor. Where was Charlie 
Murphy? Man, it wasn’t even on 
the agenda.” 

After the implosion of Chap- 
pelle’s Show, Murphy suddenly 
found himself an in-demand fig- 
ure on the standup comedy cir- 
cuit. (Even here in white-bread 
Edmonton, his eight shows at The 
Comic Strip in West Edmonton 
Mall sold out almost immediate- 
ly.) There was only one hitch: he’d 
never done standup before. 

“Thad zero material and zero 
direction,” Murphy says. “What 
am I going to talk about?” 

Murphy turned to friend and 
Chappelle's Show alumnus Donnell 
Rawlings for advice. “He said, 
‘Just talk about yourself. Talk 
about whatever you want.’ The 15 
minutes of that first show could 
have got me mangled beyond 
repair. But no one heckled.” 

Murphy admits he’s still build- 
ing his act, but he seems to under- 
stand what's expected of him as a 
standup—Paris Hilton jokes, and 
lots of them. “The other day,” he 
says. “I hear on the radio that 
Paris Hilton is taking karate 
lessons because she’s going to jail. 
Okay, there’s a young girl going 
to jail and there's nothing funny 
about that—at all. But karate 
lessons? How much karate are 
you going to learn in two weeks? 
That's funny. Can you imagine 
her trying to pull some of that out 
in jail? That’s funny.”
